Rogers sod Archbold Say a Rsply W ill 
Be Made Soon. 
New York, May 5.—In reply to Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt's message and the re­ 
port of Commissioner Garfield, H. II. 
Rogers and John D. Archbold of the 
Standard OU company said that their 
examination of the message and report 
had necessarily been a hurried one, 
and that they should, at a liter date 
make a full answer to their share­ 
holders. Meanwhile they made a state­ 
ment to the Associated Press, in part, 
as follows: 
An investigation was welcomed, say 
Rogers and Archbold, of the motion 
made by Representative Campbell of 
Kansas a year ago, instrurting the 
secretary of commerce and labor to 
investigate the oil business as carried 
on in this country. Commissioner Gar­ 
field was given free access to the com­ 
pany’s books. 
“Mr. Garfield’* claim that by the 
use of low interstate rates the Stand­ 
ard Oil company had an unfair advan­ 
tage is very unfortunate. At great ex­ 
pense we constructed pipe lines from 
the Pennsylvania and Ohio oil fields 
and from Kansas and Indian territory 
fields. 
If our competitors did not do 
the same thing, should it be said that 
any one was unfair w-ho does not give 
them the advantages of this enterprise 
of ours? 
In the president’s efforts to secure 
the passage of a bill enlarging the 
powers of the interstate commerce 
commission and just 
and equitable 
railroad rates, we have precisely the 
same Interest that any good citizen 
has. No more and no less. Regarding 
^#S pr^*f’*sni upon the management 
of the railways or his strictures upon 
the act of the interstate commerce 
commission we have neither responsi­ 
bility or concern. 
When, however, he 
or Commissioner Garfield attacks the 
Standard Oil company and uses its 
methods of doing business as an object 
lesson for the purpose of promoting his 
views we protest. 
It may be frankly 
stated at the outeset that the Standard 
Oil company has at all times, within 
the limits of fairness, andw ith due 
regard for the law, sought to secure the 
most advantageous freight rates and 
routes possible. 
The 
question 
is 
whether we have at any point violated 
the law or the proprieties. 
‘One does not care to bandy words 
with 
the 
president 
of the United 
States. 
It is not easy to differentiate 
between .Mr. Roosevelt, the president, 
and Mr. Roosevelt, the individual. He 
has given of his advice most gener­ 
ously on every subject from the size 
of our families to mistakes of Fed­ 
eral Judges, and some error is inevita­ 
ble now and then to the most conserv­ 
ative of men under such circumstan­ 
ces. 
"We say flatly that any assertion 
that the Standard OII company has 
been or is knowingly engaged In prac­ 
tices which are unlawful, is alike un­ 
truthful and unjust. 
‘ The 
commissioner’s 
report upon

“As to the changes in routes since 
the commissioner’s efficient work be­ 
gan, all the Standard Oil company 
has to say is that any such changes 
have been made without its sugges­ 
tions or effort. 
"The grief which the president ex­ 
presses in his message over the ina­ 
bility of the railroads to combine and 
protect themselves from the shippers 
will probably arouse amusement.
